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Nation mourns Texas massacre 
while killer’s motive is mystery

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, TEXAS — 
A man dressed in black tacti- 
cal-style gear and armed with 
an assault rifle opened fire Sun- 
day inside a church in a small 
South Texas community, killing 
26 people and wounding about 
20 others in what the governor 
called the deadliest mass shoot- 
ing in the state’s history. 


Officials didn’t identify the 
attacker during a news con- 
ference Sunday night, but two 
other officials — one a U.S. 
official and one in law enforce- 
ment — who were briefed on 
the investigation identified 
him as Devin P. Kelley. 

The U.S. official said Kelley 
lived in a San Antonio suburb 
and doesn’t appear to be linked 
to organized terrorist groups.

An Oklahoman analysis of more than 33,000 park- 
ing citations issued between Sept. 1, 2016, and April 30, 
2017, found that one location stood out from the rest 
when it comes to getting a parking citation, and it hap- 
pens to be the block where Ruiz parked that day.

Kelley was sentenced to 12 
months’ confinement after a 
2012 court-martial. He ulti- 
mately received a bad conduct 
discharge and reduction in 
rank. 

She said Kelley served in 
Logistics Readiness at Hol- 
loman Air Force Base in New 
Mexico from 2010 until his 
discharge in 2014.

$3.15M paid 
to settle 
wrongful 
conviction 
claims

Two former death row inmates 
and their civil attorneys have 
been paid $3.15 million to dismiss 
federal lawsuits against a former 
prosecutor and the state of Okla- 
homa. 

Almost a fourth of the settle- 
ment payments came from state 
funds. The rest came from the 
former prosecutor’s liability 
insurance company. 

Yancy L. Douglas, 43, and Paris 
Lapriest Powell, 44, filed sepa- 
rate lawsuits in Oklahoma City 
federal court in 2010 after their 
murder convictions were over- 
turned. 

The cost to the state and the 
insurance company could have 
been much more if the cases had 
gone to trial. Each was seeking 
$32 million. 

The 10th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals threw out the convic- 
tions in 2009 after concluding 
the prosecutor, Brad Miller, had 
committed misconduct. 

The federal appeals court 
condemned the prosecutor for 
“knowing use of false testimony” 
from the only eyewitness. Miller, 
who is now in private practice, 
disputes that finding. 

Douglas agreed in August to 
accept a $1 million settlement, 
days before his trial was to begin. 
He was paid $635,000 and his 
attorneys were paid $365,000. 

The state paid $325,000 of the 
settlement and the Oklahoma 
Attorneys Mutual Insurance Co. 
paid $675,000. 

Powell agreed in September to 
accept a $2.15 million settlement. 

The state paid $400,000 of the 
second settlement. The Okla- 
homa Attorneys Mutual Insur- 
ance Co. paid $1.75 million. 
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
